Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-12, 15, 19-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
1,2, 11, 15, 1 9, 20, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, prior art of record fail to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of following 
limitations: 

"the display device displays symbols in accordance with a relation table representing 
an intensity of a relation between any pair of objects so that a distance, on the display device, 
between any pair of symbols displayed that represent a respective pair of objects conducting 
their respective saved activity event corresponds to a degree of relation between the pair of 
objects". 

Independent claim 21, when considered as a whole, is allowable over the prior art of 
record. Specifically, prior art of record fail to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
following limitations: 

"displaying on a display device, symbols representing a plurality of the saved activity 
events of one object from a distant side of a viewer to a close side of the viewer in a time series 
manner". 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of the 
corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable.
